AMMUNITION FOR 


OTTAWA— The Prices Board an- 
nounced last week a “limited” amount 
of small arms ammunition will be 
made available to sportsmen after 
Sept. 1, with sales by permit only. 

Details regarding the limit for indi- 
vidual purchases will be announced 
before the hunting season, a state- 
ment said, 

Permits will not be available before 
August 15, and will be issued only 
for guns registered permanently in 
Canada,

TEACHER SHORTAGE IS ACUTE 


Edygation department officials at 
Edmonton predicted that the teacher 
shortage in Alberta at opening of the 
fall term Oct, 2, may be more acute 
than last year when 500 schools were 
short of teachers, This was reduced 
by Nov. 1 when 800 trainees from 
Normal schools went to teaching 
posts, 

Officials said many women teachers 
have married and many of the male 
teachers have resigned to go on mili- 
tary service, The number of new tea- 
chers is not sufficient to take care of 
the loss,

PROVINCE DRAFTS GAME

New game regulations for the 1944-

In all probability the regulations 
will be issued by the provincial fith 
and game branch early in Auzust. 
They will be announced when the 
necessary order-in-council fixing the 
seasons and bag limits and dealing 
with other regulations, is passed by

It is expected that there will be a 
few changes this year in bag limits 
and seasons, necessitated by reports 
as to bird populations, but otherwise 
it is unlikely that there will be any 
major revisions from last year’s regu- 
lations.

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CUTTING STARTS 
BUT 1S DELAYED 
BY HEAVY RAINS 


Over 24 Inches of Rain 
Falls in Week End Storm 


Harvesting of the 1944 crop com- 
menced in the Carbon district last 
week, when a number of farmers be- 
gan the cutting of their barley and 
oat crops. 

However, the harvest work was soon 
halted when rain set in Saturday ev- 
ening and continued unabated until 
Monday afternoon, giving the district 
the best soaking rain in two years. 
Altogether over 2% inches of rain 
fell in this storm and the moisture 
will greatly aid the growing crops, 
gardens and pasture. 

A number of stubble crops of wheat 
are ready to harvest and as soon as 
the land is sufficiently dry it is ex- 
pected that wheat cutting will com- 
mence. Cutting of wheat, however, 
will not be general for another ten 
days or two weeks, depending on the 
weather. 

There is going to be a good average 
crop in the Carbon district this fall, 
and some fields will produce almost 
bumper yields, unless something un- 
forseen happens before harvest is 
completed,

WHEAT QUOTA FIVE BUSHELS 


The Canadian Wheat Board announ- 
ced recently that effective August 1, 
the delivery quota on wheat will be 
five bushels per authorized acre, 

On oats and barley the quota will 
be five bushels per seeded acre, There 
are no quota restrictions on the deliv- 
ery of flax and rye, 

The board’s announcement reminds 
growers and companies that all de- 
liveries of wheat, oats and barley must 
be covered by proper entries in the 
permit book, 

It adds that quotas will be increased 
as storage space becomes available to 
handle additional quantities,

Nearly Ten Million Pounds Have 
Been Shipped To Russia 

| Shipments of nearly 10,000,000 

|pounds of Canadian lard have been 

made to Russia, relieving a surplus 

situation which had developed in the 

| Dominion, it was learned. 

The supplies are being forwarded 
under mutual aid arrangements, it 
| was understood. 

Officials said that early this year 
the accumulation of lard supplies— 
a reflection of the heavy marketings 
jof livestock—had posted a major 
problem. 
| On March 1, 1943, total lard hold- 
|ings were 2,200,000 pounds. On Jan. 
/1 this had increased to 5,500,000 
pounds, and then the total rose to 
9,800,000 pounds on Feb. 1 and 15,- 
800,000 on March 1, 

Authorities sought export outlets 
for lard supplies but by April 11 the 
total was reported at more than 19,- 
000,000 pounds. 

Since then exports to Russia and 
limited shipments elsewhere has re- 
|duced the total “substantially”, 
officials said. 
| They said that details of export 
{shipments could not be given im- 
mediately for security reasons. 
| The accumulation of a lard sur-

: Canadian Bacon 


Heavy Purchases Are Made For 
Shipments To Britain 

Canadian Meat Board purchases 
of bacon for the United Kingdom to 
July 1 totalled 464,000,000 pounds, 
although the total minimum commit- 
ment for the calendar year is only 
500,000,000 pounds, it was learned. 

The United Kingdom is taking all 
the bacon which can be made avail- 
able by Canada. Under a two-year 
agreement Canada agreed to supply 
a minimum of 900,000,000 pounds in 
the years 1944 and 1945, but assured 
that every effort would be made to 
provide additional quantities. 

Because of the encrmous deliveries 
of hogs to market in every province, 
it now appears possible that the 
minimum requirements of the two 
years may be met in one, which 
would mean the purchase of 900,000,- 
000 pounds of bacon for the United 
Kingdom in 1944. 

“As things stand it looks very 

much as though we will be able to 
buy 800,000,000 pounds at least,” 
j}one authority said. 
Canadian bacon production to the 
jend of 1943 had been described. as 
|“startling”, but officials said it now 
appeared certain that even better 
records would be made in shipments 
this year.

Huns Massacre Many Women And 
Children In Reprisal 
Cold-bloodea massacres of virtu- 
ally the entire populations of the 
Greek village of Distomo and the 
French,village of Oradour sur Glane, 
and burning of both towns by ven- 
geance-mad German soldiers were 
reported in the accounts reaching 

New York. 

The Greek puppet government an- 
;nounced the Distomo slaughter, in 
which 1,000 persons died, saying it 
occurred on June 10, the second an- 
niversary of the massacre and deg- 
truction of Lidice in Czecho-Slovakia, 

The story of the French village, 12 
miles northwest of Limoges in Cen- 
tral France, came from the BBC, 
which said 1,100 out of a population 
of 1,200 were slain. 

The Greek puppet communique, a 
copy of which was received recently 
in Izmir (Smyrna), Turkey, said the 
|populace was shot and the town 
| burned in reprisal for the deaths of 
30 German soldiers in a fight with 
Greek Eam and Andarts guerillas 
|the previous day. 

At Lidice, which the Germans 
|themselves announced was destroyed 
jin’ reprisal for the assassination of 
|Reinhard Heydrich, “protector” of 
Bohemia-Moravia, the men _ were 
killed and the women and children 
carried away. 

But at Distomo, according to in- 
formation received among Greeks in 
Izmir, men, women and babies were 
slaughtered impersonally. 
| This account said that after the 
| guerilla battle on June 9, German 
/ SS (Elite Guard) troops on the af- 
|ternoon of June 10 surrounded Dis- 
| tomo, herded all inhabitants into the 
,public square, and there machine- 
gunned them. 

Then, the account said, German 
j troopers walked among the massed 
corpses, firing pistol bullets into the 
head of every body that twitched, 
and trampling the life out of any in- 
fants Who had been shielded by their 
mothers’ bodies. Then they burned 
the village down over its dead. 

Representatives of the Red (Cross 
were not allowed near the spot until 
|June 14, the report said, and then 
they found only a few half-mad 
children who had hidden in the 
woods. 

The BBC account of the French 
village, recorded in New York by 
CBS, said: 

“The Germans demanded the sur- 
render of patriots who had killed 
four German soldiers, and when 
there was no response, prepared to 
kill 50 hostages. 
| “The patriots replied with another 
| attack on the Germans, who destroy- 
ed the entire village. 

“People who took refuge in the 
village church were locked in and 
| burned alive. Only 100 of the 1,200 
|inhabitants remain alive in the ruins 
{of their homes.” 
| Funeral services were held for the 
| victims in the cathedral at Limoges, 
jit said, and there city police found 
several bombs which were believed 
to have been planted by the Vichy 
militia, 

Date and other circumstances of 
the French massacre were not given, 
but the funeral was said to have 
occurred June 22.

Food Rationing In Britain Is 


Taken As A Matter Of Course 
Although Restrictions Are Severe 


Vip time you crack the shell of your piping hot, pale brown, three- 
minute egg, just let your mind flip across the water to England where, 


if they are lucky, they get two eggs 


a month, Or when you are having a 


rich sudsy bath with your favorite bathsoap, think for a moment about the 
people in the British Isles who have to choose between three ounces of 


toilet soap or household soap a week 

And then, maybe, you will decide 
that your name can come off the 
long lists of those who either con- 
tinue to grumble about rationing in 
Canada, or commit the worse crimé 
of buying in the black market. 

Practically everything in Britain 
is rationed. We have restrictions, 
true, but few countries today have 
such adequate supplies and generous 
rations. In Britain, for instance, 
sugar has been rationed at half a 
pound a week—the same ration as 
we have, except that we have always 
been able to get extra rations for 
preserving—the extras in Britain are 
very small these days. We have 
jams and jellies on our rationed list 
now but they’ve been rationed over 
there for a long time. The jam 
ration is half-pound a week. Since 
this spring the sugar and jam rations 
have been interchangeable at the 
rate of half a pound of sugar for one 
pound of jam. This means that a 
person can get three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar a week, but no jam; 
or a pound and a half of jam if he 
goes without sugar. 

Of bacon and ham, the British 
people get four ounces a week, and of 
butter and margarine, they are 
allowed six ounces, the fly in the 
ointment being that not more than 
two of these coveted six ounces may 
be butter. 

People in Britain have become 
more nutrition conscious during these 
war years and the Ministry of Food 
has done everything possible to help; 


An Old Calendar 


Now Is The Ttme Egyptians Cele- 
brated Their New Year 

Although we celebrate the New 
Year in mid-winter, mankind has not 
always done so, according to Egypt- 
ologists of the Royal Ontario Mu- 
seum. About 5,000 years ago the 
Egyptians invented a calendar which 
began on a day corresponding to our 
July 19th. Their years had 365 days, 
divided into 12 months of 30 days, 
with 5 extra festival days at the 
end of the year. They had three 
seasons of four months each; inun- 
dation, winter, and summer. Their 
New Year's Day, called the “open- 
ing of the year,” was the first day 
of the first month of inundation. 

The endless fertility of the Nile 
Valley was caused by fhe annual 
flooding of the river, which gave 
water and rich fertilizing deposits 
to the fields. The Egyptians’ choice 
of a New Year’s Day was therefore 
a compelling one. Unfortunately, 
since they had no leap year, their 
year slipped back a day every four 
years, and in the course of centuries | 
the “opening of the year” occurred at 
less appropriate times. 

Like many modern peoples, the 
ancient Egyptians gave New Year's) 
gifts.

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Jap Cabinet 
Resigns In The 
Face Of Disaster 


NEW YORK.—The government of 
Gen. Hideki Tojo resigned collectively 
as part of Japan's drastic overhaul- 
ing of her political military com- 
mands in the face of mounting dis- 
aster, Tokyo announced, and Em- 
peror Hirohito ordered Marquis Koichi 
Kido, home affairs minister, into an 
audience with a view to forming a 
new cabinet. - 

Kido Was summoned July 18 
(Japanese date), the same day Pre- 
mier Tojo’s cabinet tendered its 
resignation, a Domei dispatch said. 

Tojo, who led Japan into war 
against Britain and the United 
States less than two months after 
his cabinet was formed in October, 
1941, had been considered his na- 
tion's supreme war lord. 

FoUowing a switch in the Japa- 
nese naval command, however, he 
was himself removed as chief of 
the army general staff and subse- 
quently presented his resignation as 
premier and minister of war, along 
with the resignations of his lesser 
colleagues, to the emperor. 

A statement by the Japanese 
Doard of information said, “We an- 
ticipate with great anxiety the) 
appearance of a new, strong cabinet 
at this time.”

Reached Peak 
Place This Year 


OTTAWA.—Value of Canada’s ex- 
ports during the first six months of | 
this year was greater than “in any 
corresponding period in the history 
of Canadian commerce,” Trade Min- 
ister MacKinnon said in a mid-year 
review of the Dominion’s trade posi- 
tion. 

Products exported during the six- 
month period were valued at $1,746, - 
000,000, compared with $1,276,000,000 
in the corresponding period of 1943, 
an increase of $470,000,000. 

More than one-third of the ex- 
ports, or $653,000,000 worth, went 
to the United Kingdom, compared 
with $450,000,000 worth in the first} 
six months of 1943. Value of exports 
to the United States totalled $638,- 
000,000 against $522,000,000. 

Some idea of the magnitude of 
Canada's contribution to the fighting 
strength of the Allies may be gath- 
ered from the items sent overseas, 
he said. Motor vehicles such as 
tanks and trueks had a value of 
$234,000,000 or nearly $60,000,000 
more than a year ago. 

“A vital necessity of war is food,” 
he said. “Our wheat export at $196,- 
000,000 was a great advance over} 
the $80,000,000 of a year ago. Meats 
at $117,000,000 have almost doubled, | 
while flour at $49,000,000 has risen 
from $34,000,000.

WASHINGTON. Secretary of! 
State Cordell Hull announced that 
exploratory conferences on organiza- 
tlon of a world security agency will 
be held here, probably early in Aug- 
ust, but that Russian and Chinese 
representatives will not participate 
in the same meetings. 

The decision of the Russians not 
to sit at the same conference table 
with the Chinese shows a continua~ 
tion of the Soviet policy against 
actions which might prejudice Rus- 
sian neutrality in the Pacific war. 

The meetings were called by Mr. 
Hull on the basis of an agreement) 
made by Britain, the United States, | 
Russia and China at Moscow last | 
fall for a conference on world secur- 
ity organization at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Mr. Hull and President Roosevelt | 
have laid down a program for mak- 
ing the United Nations a permanent 
organization with a council for aj} 
few powers and an assembly of all) 
nations as the principal organiza- | 
tional units. | 

Both Mr. Hull and President have | 
emphasized that the exploratory 
talks are not intended to produce any 
agreements of a formal nature. It is 
hoped, however, that they will pro- 
duce the basic elements of a world} 
security organization.

Have To Pay For Crimes 


The Nazis killed and tortured 120,-| 


in Minsk, including 
“peaceful citizens", war prisoners and 
tens of thousands of Jews sent from 
Hamburg to the Minsk ghetto, Prime 
Minister M. P. Ponomarenko of the 
White Russian Soviet Republic 
charged in an article in Izvestia re- 
ported by the Moscow correspond- 
ent of the Exchange Telegraph. 

Ponomarenko said the Germans 
destroyed 55,000 persons in Gomel 
and 35,000 in Bobruisk, and left no 
one alive in the town of Zhlobin. 
When Bobrusk was captured by the 
Red Army, he said, the German gar- 
rison chief, Maj.-Gen. Haman, was 
taken. 

The Russians also captured an 
order of the day issued by Haman, 
Ponomarenko said, ordering the 
“covering up and burning of corpses 
and other traces of shooting of poli- 
tical prisoners, Jews, prisoners of 
war and civilians.” : 

“The Fascist murderers,” 
wrote, “won't hide traces of their 
crimes. White Russians won't for-| 
get and won't forgive. The Hitler-| 
ites will answer for all.”

Indian Officer 
Comrades By Heroic Act 

An Indian officer who flung him- 
self on a mine that was about to 
explode in order to save the lives of 
six comrades is the first Indian to 
win the George Cross. 

Subedar Subramanian, of the Mad- 
ras Sappers and Miners, was in 
charge of a mine clearing company 
which had been ordered to search 
for a missing Jamadar who was be- 
lieved to have walked into a mine- 
field near Migani, Italy, Subramanian 
was operating the mine detector 
when a small explosion § occurred. 
Realizing that someone had trodden 
on an anti-personnel mine, and that 
within four seconds the canister 
would be blown into the air and ex- 
plode, he rushed without the slight- 
est hesitation towards the mine and 
flung himself on the top of it, at the 
same time trying to knock his com- 
rade aside. The force of the ex- 
plosion was largely neutralized by 
the subedar’s body and six lives were 
Saved as a result. The subedar’ was 
killed. 

Subedar Subramanian has now 
been awarded the George Cross post- 
humously for “conspicuous gallantry 
in performing hazardous work in a 
very brave manner.” He had already 
won the Indian Distinguished Service 
Medal in North Africa in 1943.—In- 
dian Information Office.

Food For Britain 
Canadian Contribution To 


Supplies Of United Kingdom 
Has Been Announced 


An immense new Canadian con- 
tribution to the food supplies of the 
United Kingdom was announced by 
Agriculture Minister Gardiner, who 
said Canada would ship a minimum 
100,000,000 pounds of beef in 1944 


and 1945 and as much additional 
supplies as were surplus in the 
dominion. 


Already Canada is supplying the 
United Kingdom with food under 
two-year bacon, cheese and egg con- 
tracts. Mr. Gardiner estimated the 
beef shipments—which will be the 
equivalent of 250,000 cattle—might 
have a total value of $30,000,000. 

Prices established under the con- 
tract will mean a constant floor 
throughout the year for producers’ 
sales of cattle. 

Red and blue brand beef will be 
bought for export to an agreed) 
quantity by the Canadian meat board 
on the basis of 25 cents below their | 
respective ceilings as established for 
zones throughout Canada _ under 
prices board regulations. If further 
supplies are offered, they will be 
bought at the rate of 50 cents below 
the ceiling. 

Lower quality beef will be bought 
at established rates at points fur- 
ther under the ceiling. 


The Minister said 53,000,000 | 
pounds of beef already have been 


though the contract has just been 
signed. Shipments made since late 
last fall are being counted in the 
total. 

He said that the export shipments 
would not be sufficient to require a 
resumption of meat rationing in the 
dominion. Canada now has 10,000,-

suspended in 1942. 

Top shipments of cattle to the 
United Kingdom in pre-war years 
amounted to about 40,000 head.
